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WHERE DO AMATEURS LIVE 


From Amateur Newsline 


M ore than one third of all licensed United States radio ama- 
teurs live in one of five states. California leads the pack 
with nearly one seventh of the nations ham radio population or 
109,778 hams. Florida follows with 43,674. Texas lays claim to 
43,240 hams while New York has 35,811 with almost half of those 
in the five boroughs of the "Big Apple" — New York City. Round- 
ing out the big-five is Ohio with 32,216. 


But this is bad news if you happen to live east of the Continental 
Divide. This is because the large, North-Eastern states are suffering 
the largest losses in ham radio operators. Massachusetts, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania and even the ARRL's home base in 
Connecticut are the states seeing the greatest ham radio migration 
away. Meanwhile, the biggest gains are taking place in the North- 
west, Southwest and Rocky Mountain areas. This includes Arizona, 
Colorado, Idaho, Nevada, New Mexico, Utah and Wyoming. 


What's causing this shift is not known. Some speculate that there 
are far more older hams becoming silent keys in the populous 
Northeast while the Northwest, Southwest and Rocky Mountain 
areas are the nations new frontier for the young and the young at 
heart. Whatever the real reason, the shift is on and the numbers 
show it.

FCC STREAMLINES AWAY NOVICE, 
TECH PLUS TICKETS

he FCC has proposed to phase out the Novice and 

Technician Plus class licenses, leaving just four amateur 
license classes in place--Technician, General, Advanced, 
and Extra. The Commission also has asked the amateur 
community to express its opinions on Morse code require- 
ments for licensing and testing, but offered no specific 
changes. And the FCC proposed to permit Advanced class 
licensees to administer amateur exams up through General 
class. The proposals were among several suggested rules 
changes and invitations to comment contained in an FCC No- 
tice of Proposed Rulemaking, WT Docket 98-143, made pub- 
lic August 10. 


Given the December 1 comment and January 15 reply com- 
ment deadlines, it's likely that the issues the NPRM raises 
won't be resolved until well into next year. 


In proposing to phase out the Novice and Tech Plus tickets, 
the FCC pointed to what it called "an unnecessary overlap 
between the Novice, Technician, and Technician Plus," and 
asserted that Technician and Tech Plus operators 
"predominantly" use FM and packet on VHF and UHF. The 
FCC said Novice applicants last year numbered fewer than 
4000, while there were nearly 21,500 Technician applications. 


Under the FCC plan, Novice and Tech Plus licensees would 
retain current operating privileges, but no new Novice or Tech 
Plus licenses would be granted. For examination purposes, 
current examination elements 2 and 3A would be combined 
into a new element 3A. For administrative purposes, the FCC 
would combine the current Technician and Tech Plus data- 
bases into a single Technician database. 


The proposal would eliminate the 5 WPM code test, Element 
1A, as a required element for any class of license, while re- 
taining references to it elsewhere in the rules. This has left 
hams wondering exactly what the Commission intends. The 
elimination of the Novice and Tech Plus license classes and 
Element 1A as a requirement appear to effectively raise the 
bar for most future applicants wanting HF operating privileges, 
unless the FCC ultimately reduces Morse code requirements. 


The FCC did not propose to change any operating frequencies or

license privileges for amateurs. However, the FCC does seeks com- 
ment on the Disposition of the current Novice HF bands, which 
carry a 200-W output power limit for all licensees. The FCC invited 
comment on whether it would be "appropriate" to delete the Novice 
bands and the power restrictions on higher-class licensees and per- 
mit Novices to operate CW anywhere on 80, 40, 15, and 10 meters 
at 200 W output. 


The FCC opened the door to comments on all aspects of Morse 
code testing from the amateur community. In particular, the Com- 
mission said it wants to know if hams prefer the current three-level 
system or would like to see it reduced to a one or two-tier system-- 
and, if so, at what required speeds. 


The FCC asked whether hams would be willing to trade a reduction 
in Morse code requirements for additional written elements on 
newer digital technologies "which, in part, are replacing the Morse 
code." And, the Commission asked whether it should consider 
specifying Morse code examination methods, such as fill-in-the- 
blank or one minute of solid copy, instead of allowing VEs to deter- 
mine the testing method.

HT BATTERY LIFE

W: often hear the question of “how long should an HT bat- 
tery last.” The common answer that I get is that it depends 
on how much you transmit. Well, that's true, but that isn't the ques- 
tion I'm asking. I was wondering how long in years? You hear a lot 
about Nicad battery memory, voltage reversal, and the proper meth- 
ods of charging the batteries. But how long do they really last if 
YOU take reasonably good care of them? And the answer is........ I 
don’t know. 


I can report to you how pleased I've been with the battery packs on 
my standard, C168A. I got this radio at the Dayton Hamfest in 
1993, and I’m still using my original 2 battery packs. Other hams 
that I talk to are generally pretty impressed with this 5 year battery 
life. So what is the ESU secret? Simply follow the manufacturer’s 
recommendations — all of them, all of the time! Here are some of 
the steps that I’ve taken to get long life out of my battery packs: 
Slow charge your batteries: Typically an HT comes with a wall 
charger for the battery pack(s) that came with the radio. While you 
can get fast chargers, most manufacturers say that the slower charge 
you get from a wall charger is better than the quick charger. This 
however, may not be true in the future. The quick chargers are get- 
ting much smarter and are able to monitor the battery’s condition 
during the charging cycle. For now, though, I’m still a proponent of 
the slooooow charge. 


1. Run your batteries all the way down before charging: I generally 
wait until the LCD screen goes blank when monitoring, or if the 
screen goes blank when you press the push-to-talk button. I don’t 
worry about running the pack down too far. I understand that mod- 
ern HTs will shut down before this becomes a problem. 


2. Don't overcharge your batteries: According to the battery gurus, 
the worst thing you can do to a Nicad is to "cook" it. Apparently 
lots of people put their batteries on charge and leave them there 
until they remember to unplug the charger. If your battery feels hot 
after a charge, you've probably over done it. My standard batteries 
are supposed to be charged for /3 hours, and that's exactly what 
they have received every time that they have been charged. Do I 
really wake up in the middle of the night or run home from work in 
the middle of the day just to disconnect the battery from the 
charger? Of course not. I simply purchased one of those 24-hour 
timers that have the removable red and blue pegs to turn on and off 
the connected device. I have long since lost the ON peg since it is 
never installed in the timer. I simply turn the timer to 12 noon, and 
the timer automatically turns off in 13 hours. I can leave the battery 
charger connected to the timer for days, but it will never come on 
again after the original 13 hours of charging. 


3. Use the batteries regularly: A battery sitting on the shelf is a dy- 
ing battery. Because of my control operator duties on Sundays, and 
my usual weekly usage of the radio, my batteries each get run down 
and recharged once per week. 


Well, that’s the ESU plan for long life batteries. Are they all neces- 


sary? I don’t know, but this combination of steps seems to work.

FCC PROPOSES OTHER AMATEUR 
RADIO RULES CHANGES

n its Notice of Proposed Rulemaking, WT Docket WT 98-143, 

the FCC seeks comments on how to deal with potential abuses of 
the current disability waiver for higher-speed Morse code tests. In 
its proposed rules, however, the FCC has altogether deleted current 
language regarding a physician's certification to waive the 13 or 20 
WPM Morse requirement. 


In RM-9196, the ARRL had asked the FCC to require anyone ap- 
plying for an exemption pursuant to a doctor's certification to first 
attempt the higher-speed test before examination credit could be 
given. The League also asked that VECs have access to relevant 
medical information from the certifying physician. The FCC said 
the ARRL's proposal would place "an unfair burden on examinees" 
and raised serious privacy and confidentiality issues. 


The FCC went along with an ARRL petition and proposed allowing 
Advanced class hams to be eligible to prepare and administer li- 
cense examinations up through General class under the VE pro- 
gram. The Commission said the change would permit greater test- 
ing opportunities for hams. The FCC also invited comments on 
whether it should change written examination requirements "to pro- 
vide VEs and VECs additional flexibility in determining the spe- 
cific contents of written examinations.” 


Referring to yet another ARRL petition, RM-9150, the FCC invited 
comments on how it can improve its Amateur Radio enforcement 
processes. The FCC applauded the ARRL "for its creative thinking" 
in that petition, but said the specific proposal was "inconsistent" 
with the current statutory role of administrative law judges. The 
FCC raised the possibility of encouraging complainants to include a 
draft order "to show cause to initiate a revocation or cease and de- 
sist hearing proceeding." The FCC said it also wants to hear how it 
can better use the services of the Amateur Auxiliary in beefing up 
enforcement. 


The FCC proposed to phase out Radio Amateur Civil Emergency 
Service, or RACES, stations by not renewing their licenses. No new 
RACES licenses have been issued since 1980, and only 249 valid 
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licenses remain. The FCC said RACES stations no longer are 
needed because any amateur station that has been properly regis- 
tered with a civil defense organization has the same privileges as a 
RACES station. 


The FCC also used the occasion to clarify the definition of "power" 
as used in the RF exposure table in Section 97.13(c)(1). The FCC 
said it refers to peak envelope power (PEP) input to the antenna. It 
also made clear that no one holding an FCC-issued ham ticket may 
apply for a reciprocal permit for alien amateur licensee. 


Without comment in the NPRM text, the FCC also appears to have 
eliminated the 365-day time limit for a Certification of Successful 
Completion of Examination (CSCE) to remain valid. The current 
365-day limit remains in proposed wording in Section 97.9(b), Op- 
erator license, however. 


The FCC is expected to issue an erratum to correct outright errors in 
the NPRM, but it has no plans to clarify the Commission's intent on 
individual issues. 


The FCC set a longer-than-normal comment period. The deadline 
for comments is December 1, 1998. The deadline for reply com- 
ments is January 15, 1999. The FCC will accept electronic com- 
ments via the Internet at http://www.fcc.gov/e-file/ecfs.html.

COMPANY TRACKS ITS 
AMBULANCES WITH MILITARY 
METEOR METHOD

Ed. This interesting communications 
system test involves a local company 
— American Medical Response (AMR). 


A communications system developed to keep the U.S. military 
talking after a nuclear war is helping a private ambulance 
company monitor the movements of its vehicles. 


An article in the Aug. 15 issue of New Scientist magazine said that 
during the Cold War, the military developed a method of sending 
data by bouncing radio signals off meteor trails. Every day more 
than a million specks of dust enter Earth's atmosphere from deep 
space and burn up, leaving trails of particles, Although the trails 
last only a few tenths of a second, there are so many that at any 
given time, there are usually enough for a groundbased transmitter 
to work with. 

Development of the Meteor Burst system halted when the Cold War 
did. The scientists who worked on the system left to set up a Seat- 
tle-based company called StarCom Technologies, which has devel- 
oped a civilian version as a cheap alternative to satellite systems. 


The system has been tested by a private ambulance company, 
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American Medical Response, which ferries patients in Oregon and 
Washington. After successful tests of prototypes in the past six 
months, the company is fitting transceivers to a quarter of the 80 


vehicles it uses to serve the Seattle area.

MORSE MAGAZINE GETS NEW 
LEASE ON LIFE

T he Morse magazine Morsum Magnificat, which had been on 

the verge of ceasing publication, has a new editor and pub- 
lisher. Zyg Nilski, G3OKD, will take over the reins of the magazine 
following the publication of the December 1998 issue. The maga- 
zine's banner proclaims "Still flying the flag for Morse." 


The magazine's current Consultant Editor, Tony Smith, G4FAI, 
said that subscriptions will be transferred to the new publisher. Nil- 
ski, 55, lives in England and has been a ham since 1960. His almost 
life-long interest in CW encompasses line telegraphy as well as the 
history of telegraphy and Morse technology. 


Morsum Magnificat was first published in Dutch in 1983 by the late 
Rinus Hellemons, PAOBFN. A special English edition was put out 
in 1985. The following year, Smith — a writer specializing in Morse 
topics (and later chair of the European CW Association) joined the 
magazine as its English language editor. When Hellemons died in 
1987, the Dutch edition ceased publication, and the magazine 
moved to England. Since 1990, Smith and Editor Geoff Arnold, 


G3GSR, have jointly produced the magazine.
